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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group II, claims 32-34 in the reply 
filed on the 3 rd of June 2008 is acknowledged. 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of 
claims 18-31 directed to Group I non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 
18-31 have been cancelled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. The application has been amended as follows: 

• Claims 18-31 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 32-34 allowed. 

With regards to claim 32 : 

• The closet art found Uenodai et al. (US 2002/01 98636) and Sugiura et al. (US 
2004/0214061 ) disclose multiple aspects in the field of endeavor of applicant's 
invention. However, these references do not teach all of the aspects claimed in 
claim 32. The allowable subject matter present in this claim is the signal 
delivered from a mode selector which sets various operating modes of the power 
supply system, in addition to the specific limitations of the claim regarding the 
power units and the control their of in response to inputs from the sensors for 
current and charge and the capability to change the set point power with regards 
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to the battery and the fuel cell at the same time. Therefore this claim and any 
that depend therefrom are found to contain allowable subject matter.
